WAS NEW TO HIS WORK 


Dr. Bert J. Asper, a physician who 
recently practiced his profession at 
Aspers, Adams County, is given in the 
list of those m issing with the United 
S .ates collier, “Cyclops”, which left 
*he West Indies March 4th, for An 
American Port and 
has 
not been 
heard from since that time. 
It is 
given up as lost by the Navy D epart­ 
ment. 
A full account of the loss of 
th** boat appears on page two. 
Dr. Asper is widely known in the 
county. 
He is a first cousin of Dennis 
Asper and Charles Asper, of Aspers 
Station. 
His father, John C. Asper, 
was born at York Springs, and the 
family is generally widely acquainted 
throughout the upper end of the coun­ 
ty. 
Dennis Asper was first advised by 
The Times of the loss of the “ Cy­ 
clops”. 
He said: 
“ I am indeed sorry to hear that. 
The last lefter I na” from my cousin 
was several months ago. 
He was an 
assistant surgeon in the United States 
Navy but he was the only physician 
on board the ‘Cyclops’. 
In addition 
to his duties as physician he w*as the 
censor and opened all incoming and 
outgoing mail on the boat.”

He volunteered for service in the 
Navy a fte r the outbreak of the war 
anti was accepted.

other boat before being assigned to 
the “Cyclops”. 
He was married after 
his enlistment and he leaves his wife, 
a Baltimore woman.

Undiscovered Origin to Blaze 
which Burned Manufacturing 
Establishment. 


Fire of an unknown origin com­ 
pletely destroyed the large plant of 
the 
Standard Stone Products 
Com­ 
pany, manufacturers of grit for pa­ 
per shingles, Friday morning between 
two and three o’clock. 
The plant is located at Maria Fur­ 
nace, along the Western Maryland 
railroad, 
in 
Hamiltonban township, 
and was owned and operated by D. 
It. McCleaf, Maria Furnace, and C. 
F. Moul and Charles F. Welsh, Han­ 
over. 
The building w*as of frame 50 by 
120 feet in size. The loss is estim ated 
to be over $27,000. 
Insurance to the 
amount of $7,800 was carried on the 
building. 
The firm had just finished the plac­ 
ing of some new machinery in

building, which would have doubled 
the capacity. 
The firm .was turning 
out six carloads a day and had orders 
on the books for over 500 cars of 
their product.

hastily remodeled 
suite of 
Washington offices today sits a man 
who has a war task that appeals to 
the Imagination. 
Between now and July 1 he Is to 
build $50,000,000 worth of homes for 
workers in Uncle Sam ’s new shipbuild­ 
ing army, which Is being mobilised 
from the picked mechanics of every 
atate lo the union. 
This army will number something 
like 40,000 men. 
Fifty million dol­ 
lars invested in houses for a work 
force of that sire gives $125 per man. 
That, seems rather a limited nim of 
money with which to provide anybody 
with warm sanitary living quarters, 
having baths, hot and cold water, 
•team 
heat, 
electric 
light, 
modern 
kitchen facilities, and all the com­ 
fort* of home. 
Yet this man is going 
to make his $125 per man suffice for 
the job and carry out his construc­ 
tion In record time. 
It Is Interesting to figure with him 
• little— if you Just remember that 
present figures must be rough esti­ 
mates to a certain extent. 
First of all. he m n eliminate a large 
proportion of this shipbuilding army, 
because many of the new shipyards are 
handy to cities with ample housing 
and all conveniences, and Uncle Sam 
will solve the housing problem In those 
places by improving the transportation 
service between a m an’s work and his 
borne. 
But other shipyards have been 
created in undeveloped spots along 
our wide stretches of seacoast, and In 
these places it become* necessary to 
provide workers with modern living 
gila tiers. 
Com m unity Dwellings. 
Thousand* of these shipbuilders will 
be single men. and for them u -*peclal 
type of community dwelling has been 
designed on the order of a club house. 
Each community dwelling will accom­ 
m o d a te -!^ uuu. 
Em h mu a will have 
t room to himself and It will be an 
outside room. 
Each clubhouse, more­ 
over. will be divided Into five groups 
or separate clubs of from 23 to 30 
men. 
Each of th**s«. separate clnhs 
will have shower baths and a large 
Community 
lounge, 
making 
It 
pn»- 
llble for a worker to find a congenial 
crowd of his own and for that little 
community subdivision to organize Its 
own home life, amusements, sports, 
social 
affairs, 
and 
studies. 
Each 
club house will have a community din- 
ng room with modem kitchen a ’ J 
serving facilities, giving In ard ou the 
mess plan at reasonable rat*** and with 
minimum labor. The**- community d u b 
houses are to he of frame construc­ 
tion. 
but standard type. 
Many of 
them will be erected In localities which 
are not likely to l**com*» permanent 
shipbuilding center*. 
Therefore, per­ 
manent construction ha* not been the 
chief necessity. 
Nevertheless, they 
will be substantial enough to last 25 
vears lf need be. and where erected 
in localities with sever© w inter weath­ 
er will lack nothing In warmth. 
When the plans for such houses 
were standardized 
by the shipping 
hoard experts, they achieved two re­ 
sults In house building that seemed to 
he new. 
First, speed of construction. 
All the doors, windows, pipes, and 
ather things that go Into a house were 
put on a basis of uniform sizes. Much 
af the work In building a single house. 
is anyone who has paid the bill* will 
snow, consists In sawing, cutting, and 
Qtting the material. 
Everything Cut to Fit. 
With standardization of every pos­ 
sible item, most of this cutting and 
fitting will he done In factories and 
the material shipped ready to he put 
together by carpenters and plumbers. 
Second, the cost of housing an Indi­ 
vidual was reduced to a most reason 
able figure. 
It Is still too early to 
give totals In dollars and cents, but 
present estimates indicate that the in 
vestment In these community homes 
for single workers will not exceed $350 
per man this including living quarters, 
baths, community lounges for each 
club of 25 men. kitchen and mess-hall 
facilities, heating and lighting—every­ 
thing. 
If all the housing appropria­ 
tion for shlpworkers were spent on 
these 
community 
dwellings 
homes 
would be provided tor about 125,000 
men, or nearly one-third the whole 
emergency shipbuilding army. 
But many of the new shlpworkers 
will be married men with families, and 
for them separate dwellings are being 
built. 
Something like BO types of five, 
•ix. and seven room cottages have been 
studied and reduced to standards in 
the same way. 
Everything is calcu­ 
lated for quick, economical, durable 
conatructlon. 
Each separate dwelling 
will have Its bathroom, heating, light­ 
ing. and kitchen equipment. 
More­ 
over, great pains have been taken to

The plans take into account not only 
the provision of homes for them when 
th e y are shifted into shipbuilding to 
meet the war emergency, but the pur­ 
chase of their own homes on install­ 
ment payments equivalent to rent if 
they feel that the new locality is a 
suitable o n e in which to work and live, 
and bring up a family. 
Present estimates indicate that the 
family houses can be erected for con­ 
siderably less than $3,000 each. 
This 
does not include the cost of land, nor 
has that been figured in the building 
of community houses for single men. 
The major part of this great build­ 
ing program will have been completed 
by the 1st of July. 
Some idea of Its
